OT every home i1s_ fortunate

Place two tablespoons of the oil or: 
any fat in the deep saucepan and let’ 
get hot, but not unpleasantly so, Pour 
in the cup of shelled meats and stir 
around, letting them heat uniformly.

Skim out the brown 
meats and place them upon absorbent 
paper. When the whole cup of meats 
is brown and draining on the absorbent’ 
paper, place the meats in a stout bag 
and grasp firmly in the right hand.

Then remove the 
meats from the bag, separating the 
meats from the brown skins.

Woodwork and 
furniture are painted a smart shade 
of blue; shelves for the toys, the top 
of the stool and table are covered with 
red oilcloth, which has been stretched 
tight and tacked firmly on the under 
side. The floor covering is of resilient 
cork composition—a precautionary 
measure where bumps and tumbles 
occur frequently, 

An interesting feature is the black- 
board—in reality nothing more than 
& huge square of black oilcloth so 
tregted that chalk makes most elegant 
tracks upon it. These cloths come in 
54-inch width and can be erased as 
one would the ordinary bvlackboard— 
if they are tacked on the wall with 
large flat-headed tacks having shanks
